J- H. Walker is a native of John- 
s<»n County but his legal home is 
Hill County. 
He entered the Land 
cilice thirty-one years ago, but the 
last two years of Governor Sayers* 
administration he was Chief Clerk 
of the Comptroller’s office, and 
during Governor Lanharr.’s admin­ 
istration he was Assistant Finan­ 
cial Agent of the State Peniten­ 
tiaries. His service in the Land Of­ 
fice covers twenty-five years. 


For some years Mr. Walker lived 
in the Abilene country and has 
first-hand knowledge of the condi­ 
tions in the West, as well as all 
other parts of the state.
